County Official 
Found on Ship 


FOR CAPABLE AVIATORS 


Acquiring Planes Faster 
Than It Can Secure 
Trained Pilots. 


Washington, July 12.—(/)—Faced 
with a shortage of pilots to man its 
growing fleet of airplanes, the navy 
is putting into effect a new method 
of training by which it hopes to speed 
up the development of capable avia- 
tors. : 

To keep pace with the influx of air- 
planes into the service under the 
program designed to give it 1,000 use- 
ful planes in five years, the depart- 
ment needed 749 pilots on July 1. It 
was short almost a hundred men. At 
the end of this fiscal year it will 
need 915 fliers, but expects to have 
only 787. As the new program of 
training moves ahead, however, the 
number of fliers is expected to catch 
up a the acquisition of planes in 
| 

The new plan covers’ the three 
sources of supply of navy pilots and 
went into full effect this month. Un- 
der the program the two-year gap that 
has existed between the graduation of 
a prospective officer pilot at the 
naval academy and the commencement 
of his flying course will be closed. A 
preliminary training course will be 
given enlisted men at other stations 
before they are sent to Pensacola. A 
wider course of instruction will be 
given to naval reserve pilots and a 
broader use will be made of these 
aviators. 

Previously graduates of the naval 
academy were sent on a _ two-year 
cruise before action was taken upon 
their applications for transfer into 
the air service. 

A new system of selecting prospec- 
tive enlisted pilots is well under way. 
Candidates still are accepted from the 
| Beet, and 16 recruits in addition are 
sent each week to Hampton Roads and 
San Diego at the end of their recruit, 
training for an elimination course in 
aviation. Those recommended for fur- 
ther training are sent to the Great 
Lakes station for a ten-week course 
and then to the Saratoga or Lexington 
post for further training. After six 
months there, upon recommendation of 
their commanding officer. they go to 
Pensacola for final training.

The Red Book magazine ad- 
vertises that during 19238 its adver- 
tising. columns carried the announce- 
ments of 75 prominent toilet -goods 
manufacturers. 

Of approximately $150,000,000 sales 
in drug stores in nine large cities 7.07 
per cent constituted toilet. articles and 
preparations sales. This type of mer- 
chandise was exceeded in sales by 
only confections and soft drinks and 
tobacco products. Of $80,000,000 spent 
in Chicago on beauty aids, less than

Is it any won- 
der that approximately $600,000,000 
is spent annually for beauty prep- 
arations and. services? 

The trend of fashion accentuated 
by the youth-seeking movement is 
an influence to be reckoned with. 
How long the rise in toilet requisite 
sales will continue is problematic. 
We have been living in a happy pe- 
riod the last seven years. 

The beauty industry recognizes need 
of a certain amount of caution, for 
already warnings are sounded to the 
trade to “study. the customer both as 
to wishes and her needs,’ to avoid 
overselling, to proclaim truthfully the 
quality of all products, and to intro- 
duce a greater degree of scientific 
sales procedure. 

In investing in this industry care 
must be exercised to determine how 
strong the eompetitive positions of 
companies are, how able their man- 
agement, what proportions of. earn- 
ings are placed back in the companies, 
and possibilities of appreciation?
